' Shortly after 
the ambassador's 


arrival to represent Italy, Antonio 
Carminati, member 
of the 
New 


York fascio established by agents 
of Benito Mussolini, 
Italian pre- 


mier, met the ambassador 
in the 


latter part of Decen^er, 1922, at 
the Italian embassy in Washington 
and at the Ritz-Carlton 
hotel in 


New York. 


They discussed the formation of 


fascist! groups in the United States. 
Prince Caetani, according 
to Car- 


minati. advised that it would be of 
great advantage to the Italians in 
America if a strong 
organization 


could be assembled in a bond with 
the mother country. 


Exchange of Letters 


The Italian ambassador was con- 


sulted 'as "a 
matter 
of respect," 


since the prince is not one of the 
fascisti himself, Carminati stated. 


On the other hand is the follow- 


ing telegram sent to the ambassa- 
dor on his arrival 
in the United 


States, by Alderman Antonio Scru- 
dato of Pittston, Pa.: 


"The Seco'.o XX, in the name of 


the Italians of Pittston, true patri- 
ots, 
welcome 
Your 
excellency, 


wishing you complete success of the 
fascisti mission entrusted to your 
wisdom." 


To this the ambassador replied:
